Berlin, Oct. 28—The armed 
forces of the’ United States. 
“backed by all America’s great 
productive power and new 
seeret weapons,” will satay in 
Germany until the new German 
State is firmly catablished and 
Weatern Europe strong enough 
to defend itself, an American 
xpokesman said here tonight. 

The xtntement was made by an 
unidentifed | commentator, referred 
to as an oMcini spokesman for the 
United States Military Government, 
on the reguiarly-scheduled Thursday 
night broadenst carricd by 
American-controlled radio stations 
in ‘Berlin. Frankfurt, Stuttgart and 
Bremen. 

This renewed American assurance 
that the United States is determined 
fo remain in Germany came amid ' 
strong dndientions that Russa may 
be preparing, to withdraw lts oe- 
cupition forces, 


BLOCKADE TIGHTENED 


Communist Protessor Juergen 
Kucezinsky, writing jin the official 
Party organ Neus Deutschland, satd: 
“The Soviet ovcupation army Is 
giving strongest support to progres- 
sive forces to pave the way for Its 
own withdrawal," 

These new developments on the 
propaganda front came as Russia 
suddenly tinhtened the Berlin 
blocknde = and statloned Soviet, 
soldiers, armed with smachineguns, 
along the main highways to Berlin. 

However, Kuezinsky, who is 
President of the Sovict Culture 
Lenmue, sald the Sovict occupation 
forces were “working toward their 
own Hquidation in favour of. the 
German people and world pence.” 

Charles Bond of the Armerican 
Military Government Berlin police 
section said that Sovict checkpoints 
surrounding Western Allied terri- 
tory had been strengthened. He 
added that Soviet troops were 
checking virtually every motor 
vehicle attempting to enter Western 
Berlin from either the Soviet Zone

HE = Police Commissioner's 
nnnunl report reveals all too 
clearly the heavy responsibilities 
shouldered by the pollee force in 
keeping the Colony as free aK 
possible of eriminals—petty and 
yiclous—and of generally = main- 
taining Jaw and order.

Bridge House , Trial 
Yoshida 


Cross-Examines 
‘Witness 


Mr J. M. Watson, former In- 
spector. of {he Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police, who gave evidence 
yesterday in the Bridge House 
war crimes trial now being con- 

_ducted at Lyemun, was cross- 
examined this morning by the 
second accused, Sergeant Yoshi- 
da. : 

Yoshida questioned . witness at 
length on various details In connec-- 
tlon with ‘Bridge House to which 
he ‘was taken, and also the cell in 
which he was tmprisoned. | 

Asked by the Court what he 
hoped to disprove in the charge 
against him, Yoshida said he did not 
know Watson ond was doubtful if 
he had ever been in. the Gendar- 
merle as he ‘claimed, He therefore 
wished to -test Watson's testimony. 

Watson snid he knew some 
Chinese and heard the Chinese in 
his cell discussing Yoshida’s. nome. 
He knew no other member of the 
Gendarmerie opart from Yoshida. 

Witness said he attended an 
Idontification parade at Staniey on 
September 17, 1947, and picked 
Yoshida’ out without any hesitation: 
He had no doubts about'him. He 
denied identifying another Japanese, 
but admitted he pointed another 
Japanese out to the authorities os 
being similar in appearance to the 
Commanding Officer of the Shanghai 
Gendarmerie.

it, determine whether or 
not to admit, Mr Ven 
Loon. 

But what does the dossler In 
{net do? It brings to the saints 
attention such matters as the true 
reason for’the dislike of the Ko- 
mans for the early Christinns,, and 
the fact that Columbus wis an 
Ttallan Jew. On the first point St. 
Peter Is certainly better ‘informed 
than Van Loon.

tries. The argument is that within 
a. foresecable period the role of 
Britain in relation to Europe will 
still be fo supply Industrial exports, 
a Jarge proportion In the form of 
capital equipment, and that this 
European demand will always 
exceed the supply. That, they 
maintain, would ‘still leave room 
for the products of new industries 
in the British Empire to scil In 
England, or indeed in Europe.
